Aldsrmian W, H. Porter was then called
to the stand, and testified that he had been
Alderman in the Fifteenth ward for 1T

He had been commissioned by the
gourt as & detective and to conduct & detee-
tive agency. The origisal purpose of the
agency was to make s place for Hugh Daly,
g0 that hie might ferret ont Allegheny Val-
ler Railroad thieves. The ouly other de-
tective specislly engnged was & man named
Perry Bailey; Sheppard and Krusa were
deputy constables, while Packer was the
regular constable of the ward. Tom Car
ney was mnbout the office; he served
subpmnas, ete., but never executed s war-
rant. The list of persons who testified that
they had paid money for the settlement of
casts was gope over, nnd a specific deninl
entered in each ecase. The only money re.
celved was as costa. The witness stated that
there was only one case where be ever ad-
vised that a settiement be made, and that
was inthecsse of o woman named Kate
Cordell, who was poor and had a large fam-
ily. Her husband wasso old soldier and
was paralyzed. He did ndvise the settle
ment of that case, purely na charitable
grounds, The case against Mrs, Curry was
entered after the inguest on o girl who had
ecommitted suicide because of bad things

Mr. Burleigh—Did he ever borrow $23
from you?
